WASHINGTON, Jan. 
President Roosevelt told 
congress today that the Unite 
tions “are going to strike, and 
strike hard” at the Axis in Eue 
rope and that Japan’s power 
would be shattered in the East— 
an address that brought praise 
from the ranks of both major- po- 
litical parties — cheers from 
the friendly capitals of the world. 

Speaking to congress at a joint 
session also attended by diplo- 
matic representatives of the Allied 
nations, the chief executive pre- 
dicted that 1943 would see a “very 
substantial advance along -the 
roads that leads to Rome, Berlin 
and Tokyo.”

Because of the demands of the Army and 
the Navy, the urgency of bringing in greater 
‘supplies of fuel oil for heating homes, there are 

{mot transportation facilities sufficient to bring 
‘gasoline into these eastern states fast enough 
-to meet the demand. 

Pleasure driving is 100 per cent non-essen- 
tial. It must go. At least for the winter, 
perhaps for the duration. 

The situation is painfully simple to under- 
stand. Not one gallon of gasoline can be con-: 
sumed which is needed by the fighting forces. 
Not one gallon of gasoline can be shipped into 
this area which might be replaced with fuel 
oil to keep mothers and babies warm in their 
homes. 

It is to be hoped that state, county and 
local law enforcement officers will enforce the 
ban on pleasure driving, as asked to do by the 
OPA. 

In defining “pleasure driving,’ the OPA 
says it is, briefly, all driving “for fun.” This 
means to attend places of amusement, to fill 
social obligations, to drive for no purpose other 
than the driving itself. 

Cars parked in quantity outside places of 
amusement, sporting arenas or centers of any 
kind, theaters, night clubs, social clubs, dance 
halls, etc., have evidently been driven. there 
“for fun.” Their presence will be prima facie 
evidence of guilt. 

The punishment for violation of the order 
is loss of gasoline ration cards. Unable to secure 
gasoline, the “fun driver” will be effectively 
stymied. | 

It is to be hoped few will complain about 
the new order and still fewer will attempt to 
violate it, in fact or in spirit. It would not 
have been promulgated if it were not necessary. 

And what American would have the gall to 
admit that he placed his own pleasure ahead 
of his nation’s chances of victory in war?

Why Are Courts—Or Juries? 

Two weeks ago, a convicted Georgia killer 
started serving a life term for murder. Today 
the State Prison and Parole Commission is con- 
Sidering an appeal for parole from that prison 
inmate of two weeks’ standing, only. 

The man received a fair trial. He was found 
guilty by a jury of his peers and sentenced by 
the judge presiding to life imprisonment. He 
could have been given the death sentence, had 
the jury so decided. . 

The supreme court of the state has found 
no fault in the conduct of the trial, has affirm- 
ed the action of the lower court. 

Now, however, in commenting upon the 
parole hearing already held, Chairman Royal 
K. Mann, of the commission, states there may 
have been a miscarriage of justice, that “all 
his friends (the convicted man’s) claim he shot 
in self-defense.” 

Chairman Mann then points out 
preme court passes only upon the legality of 
the trial. Says he: “We decide on the merits.” 

If that is true, there is no reason why 
superior courts in Georgia should continue to 
handle any criminal cases. It has always been 
presumed, in American jurisprudence, that the 
jury and the judge determine the guilt or 
innocence of the accused. 

But this, apparently, is not now the system 
practiced in Georgia. That is, if Chairman 
Mann is correct in his assumption. For, accord- 
ing to his theory, the entire trial in the 
superior court is of no consequence. It doesn't 
settle anything at all about the case. It is just 
a routine, really unnecessary but adhered to 
because of past customs. It merely sets the 
stage for exercise’of the omniscient wisdom of 
the Prison and Parole Commission. 

The supreme court passes on the legality of 
the actions of the futile superior court trial. 
Then the case comes into the jurisdiction of 
the real, the only authoritative body in the 
whole affair. The Prison and Parole Commis- 
sion.

“We decide on the merits.’ 

We act as the real jury, the real judge, the 
real court. All that has gone before is of no 
real importance.

Are We Impatient? 

Confidential reports from Washington re- 
veal that high Army authorities there are in- 
clined to be impatient with the impatience 
shown by the public over the campaign in 
North Africa. 

It is asserted that the average American 
has little conception of the difficulties involved 
in that campaign or of the strength of the 
Axis forces facing us in Tunisia. It may well 
be that capture of the strong base at Bizerte 
will be as difficult an undertaking as the Nazis 
themselves faced at Sevastopol. 

Two days ago British forces captured several 
minor strong points from the Axis. But yester- 
day German troops counter-attacked and re- 
took these points. That should demonstrate 
we have no easy task ahead of us. 

Our forces in Tunisia have been but recently 
organized into a complete Army under General 
Mark Clark. It has been necessary to send 
reinforcements there. We have had to build 
air fields and send the air forces to win dom- 
inance in the air from our strong foes. We have 
had to send vast quantities of material for the 
coming conflict, as well as supplies for the 
French and for the population of the vast area. 

We are not yet past the delay caused by 
seasonal rains which have turned much of the 
terrain into a sea of mud. But, in due time, 
when our commanders know they are ready, 
the campaign will begin. So far, it has not 
really started. All we have witnessed has been 
patrol activity and. preliminary bombardment 
from the air. 

The probabilities of victory are on our side. 
But it will not be easy. It cannot be done 
quickly. 

Impatience in America will but contribute 
to disappointment. and consequent lowering of 
morale. 

We can best help by cheerfully accepting 
all sacrifices we- at home are called upon -to 
make and developing necessary patience for 
the proper development of plans and the later 
carrying out of the campaign.

WASHINGTON PARADE

CONTROVERSY REOPENED WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The 


whole controversy over the 
culpability of our naval and military commanders in the Pearl 
Harbor disaster has been rekindled by the State Department’s latest 
White Paper reviewing American peace efforts prior to the war. 

Secretary Hull's revelation that Ambassador 
Grew had cabled from Tokyo as far back as 
January 27, 1941, warning that there was dan- 
ger of the Japanese launching a “surprise mass 
attack at Pearl Harbor in case of trouble with 
the United States” leaves the former leaders of 
our Hawaiian command in a poorer light than 
ever. 

Indeed, this was not the only warning sent 
by Ambassador Grew. He sent others from 
time to time, the last one arriving in Washing- 
ton only a few days before the attack. 

These and other urgent warnings were 
transmitted by the State Department to our 
war and navy heads, who in turn passed the 
information along to the proper military and 
naval commanders in Hawaii. None of them 
was sufficient to impress the responsible offi- 
cers with a proper appreciation of the dangers 
involved. 

In reviewing the events leading up to the Pearl Harbor disaster 
it is impossible to escape the conviction that at least a part of the 
blame rests with War and Navy Department officials in Washing- 
ton. As the heads of the Hawaiian command, Admiral Kimmel and 
General Short were warned to be on the alert, it is true, but some- 
how enough evidence has never been submitted to show that offi- 
cials in Washington followed through properly to see that the alert 
orders were carried out. On this point the Roberts commission 
report told how General Short had presumed his precautionary 
measures to be acceptable after informing the War Department of 


what he had done and getting no. reply. 
If the precautions taken in Hawaii

were inadequate, it should have been 


the duty of someone in Washington to inform the military leaders 
out there and order fuller measures.

imagination, particularly Admiral Kim- 
mel, was in not sensing the probable mission of Japanese carriers 
which were known to be missing from the main body of the Jap 
fleet. Several days prior to Pearl Harbor our naval intelligence 
had picked up information that the Jap fleet was on the move. 
We knew the direction it -was headed and that it contained no 
carrier units. The fact that it was proceeding to the south Pacific 
towards Singapore, thousands of miles from Hawaii, tended to re- 
assure us of no imminent war move against us, though we may have 
suspected an attack on the British. 

But, somehow, the absence of carriers from the fleet mission 
failed to excite any curiosity at all. It never occurred to Admiral 
Kimmel that the carriers then might be on their way to Pearl 
Harbor. 

Now, that 
for making. 


is a mistake that a layman might well be forgiven

war is outguessing the enemy. It constitutes the most important 
phase of practically all military strategy. Our professional military 


and naval men have been trained to anticipate every possible move 
on the part of the enemy.

were in imagination is now all the more 


apparent in view of the State Department White Paper revealing 
that Ambassador Grew sounded a note of warning on the precise 
nature of the attack ten months before Pearl- Harbor. 

There is another side of the case that may be cited in mitiga- 
tion of the Kimmel-Short crime: President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill, in their high seas meeting a short time be- 
fore, both agreed that the Japs were bluffing and had little con- 
cern over the possibility of an outbreak in the Pacific. The Presi- 
dent had expressed the belief that he would be able to “baby” the 
Japs along for quite a while. 

With this sort of feeling held at the White House, it was only 
natural that it should permeate the war and naval establishments. 
The presence in Washington, also, of Special Peace Envoy Kurusu 
tended to lull us further to sleep. Only Secretary of State Hull, 
the old Tennessee gray fox, seemed not to be taken in by it all.

GAINESVILLE, Ga., Jan. 7.—Judge Robert L. Russell, of 


federal district court, today

declined to direct verdicts of 


” in the trials of DeKalb County Police Chief J. T. 


Dailey and two others, refused two demands for mistrials 
and ordered all three cases charging conspiracy to illegally 
obtain rationed tires sent to the jury. 


Government and defense attor- 
neys engaged in sharp oral tilts as 
the government reste’ its prosecu- 
tion and the defense was called 
upon to begin presentation of its 
case. 

Directed verdict demands were 
filed by Defense Attorney Clint 
Hager for Dailey, and for Roy 
Hall, automobile racing champion, 
and Lewis Patrick Nelson, third 
defendant, immediately after the 
government rested. 


Mistrial Motions. 


The two mistrial motions were 
made by A. C. Wheeler, attorney 
for Dailey, when Ralph Quillian, 
attorney for the government, was 
reviewing previous testimony and 
was charged “with misquoting the 
evidence.”’ 

Later Hager made an unsuccess- 
ful 
Ellis Mundy, 
attorney, pressed the cross exam- 
ination of Hall who was on the 
Witness stand, to a point “where 
he put Hall’s character in 
jeopardy,” according to Hager. 

Judge Russell recessed the trial 
until 10 o'clock Monday morning 
while Hall was still being ques- 
tioned by Mundy. 


Prosecution Rests. 

When the prosecution rested, 
Hager placed Nelson on the wit 
ness stand. Nelson denied any 
part in a conspiracy to violate ra- 
tion regulations, said he was ar- 
rested May 7 at Flowery Branch 
for speeding and that a car he was 
driving to Dawsonville for Roy 
Hall had three tires in the rear. 
He was given a perfunc:ory cross 
examination and excused. 

Hall categorically denied any 
part in a conspiracy, and said the 
three tires he had in the rear of 
the car in which Nelson was ar- 
rested were obtained from Lloyd 
Seay, Hall’s cousin, before Seay 
was killed in September, 1941. 

He said Seay and he bought 
tires together, and when Seay was 
killed he took the tires not telling 
anyone about it “because I didn't 
think it was anybody’s business.” 

He said when he found his car 
was being held, he asked former 
Representative Max Looper, of 
Dawson county, to help him re- 
claim the tires. Looper didn’t do 
anything about it, but he finally 
interested Arnold E. Hamner, for- 
mer Dawson county rationing of- 
ficial, who was offered immunity | 
on an indictment charging print- 
ing of spurious part “B” ration 
certificates. in the matter, Hall?

The prosecution spent consider- 
able time during the morning at- 
tempting to show that prior to 
ithe time rationing became effec- 
tive, wholesalers did not keep the 
'records of serial numbers of tires 
sold to retailers. 

H. G. Sandow, OPA investiga- 
tor and former.service station ope- 
rator, and O. P. Harrington, opera- 
tor of an Atlanta service station, 
testified as to that phase of the 
inquiry.

Service Station. 

Harrington also said his station 
was called for service at Trinidad 
Court, an alleged transfer point for 
the tire ring, approximately the 
first week in June, and that a Ne- 
gro serviceman, John L. Lawrence, 
answered the call. 

Lawrence testified he changed 


Hall Testifies. 

Hall offered Hamner $10 to get. 
the tires, but when they were re- 
turned, Hamner would not accept 
the money. Hal! said he made a 
trip to Atlanta with Hamner, and 
he thought Hamner called some- 
body in Atlanta and made ar- 
rangements for the return of the 
tires. Hamner finally got the tires 
from Sheriff- A. W. Bell, of Hall 
county, who was holding them. 

The prosecution attacked Hall’s 
memory, and tried unsuccessfully 
to pin him down to dates and fig- 
ures. He said he did not remem- 
ber dates or figures well. He said 
he never paid anybody $350 at 
one time, adding he never had that 
much money at one time. 

It was charged by the govern- 
ment that he paid that sum for 
seven tires allegedly delivered to 
him at a roadhouse on the Macon 
highway known as Trinidad Court. 

Motion Filed. 

The government rested at 1:47 
o'clock this afternoon, and Clint 
Hager, attorney for Hall and, Nel- 
son, immediately filed his motion | 
for directed verdicts. He was fol- | | 
lowed by A. C. Wheeler, attorney 
for Dailey. Wheeler was supported 
in the demand by Judge Boyd 
Sloan, also a Dailey defense attor- 
ney. 

Hager contended that all the 
testimony submitted by the prose: 
cution “does not rise any higher 
than mere suspicion.” He held the 
government had made e fatal error 
and had failed to prove ‘“‘e 
charges contained in the indict- 
ment. 

Wheeler, likewise, contended the 
evidence failed to establish con- 
spiracy. He said if any conspiracy 
had been shown it was another 
conspiracy to counterfeit Part “B” 
rationing certificates and did not 
involve Dailey. 

Judge Sloan said the govern- 
ment had submitted testimony 
where “inference must rest on in- 
ference” and had failed to prove 
a case. 


OPA Attorney. 


When the defense had completed 
its motions for Cirected verdicts, 
Judge Russell asked the prosecu- 
tion what it had to say regarding 
Nelson. Ralph Quillian, OPA at- 
torney who has aided in the prose- 
cution, answered, contending that 
Nelson denied knowledge of three 
tires found in a car Nelson was 
driving, but later said he was de- 
livering them to Hall. 

Nelson was arrested by the State | 
Patrol May 7, near Flowery 
Branch, Hall county, and charged 
with speeding. The government | 
contends that three tires, allegedly | 
obtained through use of spurious | 
Part “B” rationing certificates, | 
were in the car. | 

After Quillian’s answer, Juuge 
Russell ruled he would send the 
three cases to the jury. | 

W. B. Fitzgerald, OPA investi- | 
gator, told the jury he investigated | 
September 8 reports that Dailey | 
had some new tires Dailey got ' 
from Windsor Castile, on the new 
Buford highway. 

Story of Tires. 

“Chief Dailey told he did get 
some used tires. That he had ob- 
tained them for George Cole, of 
the DeKalb county rationing 


three tires for a man he did not 
know, putting on new ones and 


using the old tubes. He said he 
put the tires on a 1942 Buick. 
The Negro said he saw the car 
later, and that it was driven by 
a woman, who worked at Trini- 
dad “Court. 

R. P. Jackson, who said he was 
in the auto repair business, said 
he had a conversation with Roy 
Hall in Atlanta, asking Hall where 
he could get some tires. 


Discusses Tires. 


“He said ‘No, he did not have 
any, but might get some later,’ ” 
Jackson asserted. “I never heard 
anything else from him.” 

A. Gains, another OPA in- 
vestigator, testified regarding an 
alleged switch of tags on an au- 
tomobile which Dailey is said to 
have purchased after DeKalb 
county declined delivery on it, 
and Judge W. J. Langley, DeKalb 
county, justice of the peace, 
whose office is separated by a 
single other office in the DeKalb 
county courthouse, was called to 
verify witnessing of signatures re- 
garding the registration of the ve- 
hicle. 

W. W. Henning, of 490 North 
Highland avenue, N. E., Atlanta, 
owner of the 58-acre tract on 
which Trinidad court is situated, 
testified about the changes in 
management of the place. 

He said he operated it as “Stone

this, like all high art, must be a 
thing of inspiration or instinct.

Fresh apples will not be ration- 
ed, neither will the flour for the 
crust so let’s proceed with some 
ideas for making apple pies.

Pie Crust

2 cups all-purpose flour, unsifted 

2-3 cup shortening 

1 teaspoon salt 

1-4 cup eold water 

Cut shortening into flour until 
lumps are about the size of peas. 
Add water gradually working it 
in With a fork. With fingers at 
last work it into a ball. Divide 
into two parts for lower and up- 


/per crust for one large pie. 


Filling: If apples are juicy a 
light sifting of flour on the lower 
crust will take care of that. Slice 
tart apples, then fill pie plate to 
Slightly rounding, tucking apples 
in until it is full as possible, no 


Use one cup sugar in all and pour 
over top of apples. Use cinnamon 
and nutmeg, a slight shaking of 
each. Cut two tablespoons butter 
into small pieces and dot the top. 
A shake of salt over all. 

Moisten edges and put top crust 
in place. Prick in several places 
for steam to escape. Press and 
crimp edges and brush top with 
about two tablespoons rich milk 
or cream. Bake at 450 degrees 
for 15 or 20 minutes, then reduce 
heat to 350 or 300 and finish bak- 
ing, until pie is nicely browned.
